These  ^ 
people  are  actually  pulling  against 
us.  Jesus  once  stated  axiom atncal- 
ly,  “He  that  is  not  with  me  is 
against  me  ” 


No  one  can  be  indifferent  to  the 
happenings  of  the  world.  Just  as  I 
truly  should  no  Baptirt  be  indif¬ 
ferent  concerning  Baptist  happen¬ 
ings  and  programs.  All  of  us  should 
take  an  interest  in  the  vital  things 
of  our  denominational  life  and  in¬ 
form  ourselves  about  the  methods 
and  progress  of  our  work. 


“Beauty  is  only  skin  deep”.  My 
mother  often  repeated  those  words 
to  me  as  I  was  growing  up  and 
would  have  my  eyes  on  some 
"sweet  young  thing.”  This  counsel, 
a  warning  to  look  beneath  the  sur¬ 
face.  to  determine  a  girl's  per¬ 
sonality  and  character  masked  by 
her  beauty,  was  wise  counsel —  ap¬ 
pearance  does  not  always  denote 
performance  and  quality. 

We  Southerp  Baptists  have  been 
blessed  in  our  evangelistic  efforts, 
especially  in  the  recent  years  of 
our  history.  Our  membership  has 
grown  from  5.493  027  in  1943  to  7,- 
886.016  in  1953  There  were  202, 
301  baptisms  in  1943.  but  361.835  in 
1953  Fine  progress  in  ten  years. 
However,  let  us  never  believe  that 
our  increasing  numbers  are  a  sure 
sign  of  equally  encouraging  growth  j 
in  strength  and  stature  within!

Picture  yourself  ar¬ 
riving  at  a  service  station  to  buy 
gas  with  your  car's  tank  having  a 
large  hole  rusted  in  it.  As  the  at¬ 
tendant  opens  the  valve  allowing , 
gas  to-  spurt  into  the  tank,  the 
gag  merely  flows  unimpeded 
through  the  rusty  hole  onto  the  | 
ground  beneath.  When  the  atten¬ 
dant  closes  the  valve,  how  much 
gas  have  you  really  obtained?  How 
much  has  been  contributed  to  the 
trouble-free  operation  of  your  car?

abroad.  Needs  that  we  as  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  must  fill  if  they  are 
to  be  met. 

The  tempo.  Mississippi  Baptists 
have  for  more  than  ten  years  in¬ 
creased  their  mission  giving  each 
year  through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram. 

This  is  encouraging.  This  is  as  it 
should  be.

Crisis  In  Mississippi? 

Wr  (ravel  over  M  iasiasippi  quite 
often  in  our  work  and  either  we 
have  failed  to  notice  the  condition 
of  our  roads  or  something  lias  hap¬ 
pened  within  the  last  few  days. 

On  Sunday  morning.  July  1H,  as 
we  drove  to  Durant  for  a  preaching 
engagement  we  passed  a  crew  of 
workers  who  were  working  on  the 
new  highway  north  of  Jackson. 
So  far  as  we  could  see.  the  high¬ 
way  now  being  used  is  in  good 
condition.  It  must  have  been,  for 
several  people  (Missed  us  at  70  to 
75  miles  an  hour!  So  far  as  we 
know.  Mississippi  is  not  in  such  a 
crisis  that  it  is  necessary  to  work 
on  a  new  road  on  Sunday.  If  so 
we  have  Tailed  to  notice  it. 

We  sing,  “God  I  (less  America.” 
How  can  He?  Such  work  is  an  open 
violation  of  the  law.  And  such  a 
violation  should  not  be  allowed 
by  our  sheriff  and  other  law  en¬ 
forcement  officers. 

The  new  highway  is  not  such  a 
critical  need  that  it  is  necessary  to 
work  on  Sunday. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that 
fhe  work  done  on  Sunday  will  not 
benefit  anybody,  (rod’s  word  is 
plain  concerning  Sunday.  More 
time  will  be  lost  because  of  acci¬ 
dents  and  other  things  than  is 
gained  by  Sunday  work.  . . 

We  suppose  that  if  somebody 
Were  to  openly  sell  whiskey  on  t(»e 
tiitfbwHv  that  our  law  enforcement 
Off  icers  would  take  action.  Such 
Sunday  work  is  also  illegal  and 
should  be  prohibited.

(Editor's  Ne*»:  In  or  dor  that  our 

readers  may  »at  a  eroa*  section  of 
Southern  Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  which  re¬ 
cently  mat  in  St.  Louis,  we  give  below 
and  will  continue  for  a  few  weeks,  soma 
of  the  main  thoughts  of  other  Southern 
Baptist  Editors.  The  editorial  below, 
which  is  slightly  condensed  is  by  Dr. 
R.  T.  Skinner,  editor  of  the  Western 
Recorder  of  Kentucky.) 

HOME  MISSION  BOARD  MAKES  BIG 
REQUEST:  Dr.  Court*  Bedford,  in  his 
first  address  as  executive  secretary  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  asked  the  St. 
Louis  Convention  to  approve  his  Board's 
request  to  be  allowed  to  borrow  $3,000,* 
000  to  be  lent  to  the  churches  for  the 
construction  of  church  buildings  Objec¬ 
tion  was  immediately  expressed  to  the 
proposal,  and  we  think  rightly  90.  In 
addition  to  this  request,  Secretary  Red- 
ford’s  resolution  also  asked  that  “the 
ehurches  of  the  Convention  during  1956 
be  encouraged  to  adopt  and  sponsor  new 
churches  either  near  or  in  other  areas’’ 
and  “that  these  mothering  churches  be 
asked  to  supply  the  funds  to  help  the 
new  churches  to  construct  their  build¬ 
ings  "  And  the  resolution  urged  that 
“alt  concerned  be  urged  to  provide  such 
building  funds  over  and  above  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  gifts.’’ 

So  far  as  we  know,  none  will  question 
the  need  for  more  and  more  churches, 
and  for  houses  of  worship  to  be  con¬ 
structed  in  needy  places.  In  the  past, 
many  of  the  Wronger  churches  have, 
on  their  own  volition,  aided  younger 
churches  in  the  construction  of  buildings, 
and  great  good  is  thereby  being  accom¬ 
plished.  But  that  is  an  entirety  different 
matter  from  an  appeal  and  strong  urge 
being  sent  forth  from  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  to  churches  for  large 
•urns  of  money — the  total  would  run 
•ome  where  around  $10,000,000  —  even 


though  it  be  said  that  churches  should 
“provide  such  building  funds  over  and 
above  Cooperative  Program  gifts.” 

We  gravely  doubt  that  the  Convention 
or  its  Executive  Committee  should  ap¬ 
prove  such  a  debt  on  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  and  we  doubt  that  appeals  should 
be  made  to  the  churches  for  large  sums 
at  money  “over  and  above  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  gifts.”  In  this  writer’s 
opinion,  such  an  appeal  would  most 
certainly  hurt  the  Cooperative  Program, 
no  matter  how  much  the  words  “over 
and  above”  may  be  stressed.  bet  us 
ge  forward  as  we  have  the  money,  and 
let  us  give  more  money  that  we  may  go 
forward  Let  us  work  through  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program,  and  do  nothing  to 
hinder  its  effectiveness. 

There  is  another  feature  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion,  to  which  we  heard  heavy  objection, 
and  concerning  which  we  raise  a  serious 
question.  That  feature  was  an  item 
eight  which  reads:  “That  all  funds  for 
now  buildings,  unless  otherwise  designat¬ 
ed  (the  funds  in  the  amount  of  about 
$10,000,000.  for  which  special  appeals 
would  be  made  to  the  churches),  be 
made  available  to  these  new  churches 
through  the  Home  Mission  Board  as 
loans  which  shall  revert  to  the  Church 
Extension  Loan  Fund  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  to  increase  the  corpus  of  that 
fund  and  that  the  Home  Board  through 
its  Church  Loans  Department  be  author¬ 
ised  to  implement  the  plan  an<f  give 
publicity  to  it.”  In  other  words,  the 
Home  Mission  Board  appeals  to  the 
churches  for  money  to  build  church 
houses;  in  turn  the  Home  Mission  Board 
tends  the  money  to  the  needy  churches 
at  a  set  rate  of  interest  to  construct 
the  church  houses;  and  then  as  the 
churches  pay  back  the  money,  it  re¬ 
verts  to  the  Home  Mission  Board, 

We  stay  by  the  Cooperative  Program 
as  our  .one  great  avenue  of  work  Let 
the  Loan  Fund  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  be  built  up  through  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  and  through  special  gifts 
which  individuals  make  from  time  to 
time  of  their  own  volition  in  bequests 
and  otherwise.

And  then  what  human  drama 
lay  behind  the  brief  advertisement: 
“For  Sale.  Complete  baby’s  lay¬ 
ette.  Never  been  used.” 

But  by  this  time  I  was  off  into 
the  realms  of  fantasy..  If  we  could 
get  at  the  heartbeat  of  the  great 
cities  of  ours  and  encourage  folk 
to  reveal  the  innermost  thoughts 
of  their  hearts,  we  might  be  startl¬ 
ed  to  reach  such  classified  adver¬ 
tisements  as  these  some  morning: 

“LOST  by  some  young  woman 
in  city  last  night.  Her  peace  of 
mind  and  self-respect.  Substantial 
reward  offered  to  anyone  who  can 
restore  this  priceless  possession  to 
owner.”

I.  SPECIFIC  NATURC  OP  OUR

The  Executive  Committee  has 
done  and  is  doing  the  convention 
yeoman  service  in  many  ways,  but 
it  is  unfair  to  request  it  to  act  on  a 
matter  of  such  consequence  with¬ 
out  more  of  an  understanding  of 
how  the  convention  itself  is  think-  ! 
ing  Much  of  our  convention  work 
must  be  done  through  committees, 
but  it  is  unwise  and  unhealthy  for 
us  to  refer  to  small  groups,  how-; 
ever  wise  and
